NEW ENGLAND COLLEGE LIBRARIANS MEET 
AT BOSTON COLLEGE LIBRARY 

The annual meeting of New England College Li- 
brarians was held at Boston College Library, Friday 
evening, May 19th, and Saturday, May 20th. Aill 
sessions were presided over by Rev. William M. Stin- 
son, S.J., who was host for the occasion. Various 
library difficulties were thoroughly discussed, and 
much profit was gained from these frank exchanges 
of opinion. The detailed explanation of the Magazine 
and Duplicate Book Exchange, to be conducted by 
Father Brielmaier this summer, made a deep impres- 
sion on the visiting librarians. Among the colleges 
represented were Holy Cross, Harvard, Dartmouth, 
Brown, Amherst, Smith, Radcliffe, Mount Holyoke, 
Tufts, Bowdoin, University of Maine, Simmons, Regis, 
Emmanuel, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
University of New Hampshire, Boston University, 
Clark University, Rhode Island State College, Welles- 
ley and Worcester Polytech. Following the close of 
the Saturday session all in attendance were luncheon 
guests of Boston College Library. 

Because of its inspiring appointments, the Recep- 
tion Room of the Boston College Library is frequently 
the meeting place of local literary and educational 
societies. Trinity College Alumnae (Boston Chapter), 
Massachusetts Schoolmasters’ Club and the Boston 
Unit of the Catholic Poetry Society of America re- 
cently held their annual meetings amid the attractive 
surroundings of this Reception Room. 


FR. BRIELMAIER HAS CLEARED DECKS FOR 
ANNUAL MAGAZINE EXCHANGE 


“If you can’t buy it, SWAP for it!” is the official 
motto adopted by Father Sylvester Brielmaier in the 
operation of his annual magazine exchange. This 
motto, which occupies a prominent place on his desk, 
is the guiding principle through which Father Syl- 
vester attains such great success in his efforts to help 
Catholic librarians help themselves. The first maga- 
zine exchange of last summer, confined as it was to 
a limited few, by far surpassed the enthusiastic ex- 
pectations of this self-sacrificing member who unsel- 
fishly assumed the burdens attendant upon so great 
a project. 

Frequently a librarian can’t buy certain back num- 
bers of magazines, but he can swap for them. Father 
Sylvester is merely the agent (unpaid, of course) who 
arranges the details of exchange. The method of par- 
ticipating in the magazine exchange is very simple. 
Each participant sends in a list of his duplicate 
magazines and the particular copies he needs for his 
files. The magazines are listed alphabetically by the 
librarian, preferably with a separate -page allotted to 
each periodical, Each list submitted is then compared 
with every other list by Father Sylvester, and a report 
is sent to each librarian, advising him which copies to 
send to other participating librarians, and which copies 
he is to receive in return. The value of the magazines 
is reckoned according to the subscription price, allow- 
ing one dollar extra for a bound volume. Each li- 
brarian pays the transportation charges for the items 
he receives. 

In the more or less informal exchange of last sum- 
mer over 5,000 copies of magazines were exchanged, 
even though nine librarians participated. In the 
forthcoming clearing house, Father Sylvester expects 
to be swamped with lists. However, this year he has 
been given permission by his generous superiors to 
devote all of his time during the months of July and 
August to the work. Even this apparent generosity 
of time will be fully utilized in comparing the many 
lists which will be sent to Marathon. All lists should 
reach Father Sylvester by July Ist. It would be well 
for librarians to get these lists under way now and 
dispatch them immediately to Father Sylvester.

The 
whole thing is poison to the minds of wholesome 
people who have heretofore found such interest in 
the columns of the Scientific. 

The June article. Birth Control and Bigotry. by 
Dr. Little, editorially announced on page 258 of 
the May Scientific. is an outright insult to every uv- 
right Christian. More particularly, it is a cowardly 
attack on the position of the Catholic Church with 
regard to this pernicious practice. Dr. Little evi- 
dently lacked the courage to specifically name the 
Church with which more than 20,000,000 Ameri- 
can people are in communion. 

We believe the editors of the Scientific have 
committed a faux pas. To quote America: “An 
old and valued friend, the Scientific American, has 
fallen on evil days.” It is the duty of Catholic 
librarians to protect the minds of students and 
patrons against the contamination of puerile 
propagandists. In this instance, we librarians 
must immediately remove the May and June issues 
of the Scientific from public use. Further, as the 
official organ of the Catholic Library Association, 
which numbers hundreds of Catholic librarians 
among its members, the CATHOLIC LIBRARY 
WORLD vigorously denounces this editorial 
change of the Scientific, a change which is decid- 
edly for the worst. But alas! morality is a “sense- 
less and oppressive structure”!

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SERVICE BASIS CHARGE FOR C. P.I. MOST 
PRACTICAL

“Advantages, if any,” are what Sister M. L. B. has 
asked to see in the service basis method of charging 
for the Catholic Periodical Index. 1 am convinced 
that there are advantages to the producer and advan- 
tages to the consumer. In regard to the C. P. /., the 
Catholic Library Association acts as both producer 
and consumer and should therefore be doubly critical 
of the economics of the plan. 

Sister M. L. B. doubtless speaks for others too, who 
question the good of this complicated method as con- 
trasted with the simpler method of a flat rate, i. e. 
the same price to all buyers. Of course it must be 
admitted that if we could say, “The price of the 
C. P. 1. is five dollars—or twenty-five dollars—” that 
would indeed simplify our business of advertising and 
selling; there would be no more confusion or mystify- 
ing over checklists and records. Suppose we tried 
charging a flat rate. The problem of determining the 
price would begin with dividing the cost of production 
by a possible number of subscribers; the resulting 
price might be between our present maximum and 
minimum. Those who now pay the maximum would of 
course be pleased to pay less. How many more of their 
class would then subscribe? Would we really receive 
many more subscriptions from the larger libraries? 
If we did, it would solve that part of the difficulty, 
but it is hard to imagine a medium price attracting a 
large enough number of new subscribers to make us 
safe. At the same time, a good many who now pay, 
or who soon may pay, our lower rates, would not 
subscribe if they were asked to pay much more; 
among the many smaller libraries it would surely mean 
the higher the price the fewer the subscribers. Then 
as fast as we lost them as subscribers, the hypotheti- 
cally “flat” rate would have to go up; the fewer the 
subscribers the higher the price. Many a bibliographi- 
cal undertaking has failed in just this way. 

It does not seem safe to hope for much from reason- 
ing that the lower the price the greater would be the 
demand. The real trouble is that while a bibliography 
is necessarily an expensive kind of book to produce, 
it can never aspire to be a best seller, even a very good 
seller as compared with other books. Even with an 
exceedingly low price we could never expect many 
hundreds of buyers. The problem is rather to find 
buyers enough to pay the cost of production, and to 
offer them what they need at a price they can pay. 
The problem is not unique, of course, but the unique 
character of bibliographical service suggests the spe- 
cial solution which was worked out in the early history 
of the Readers’ Guide. 

“One day,” as Mr. Wilson has written, “the mail 
brought two significant letters that suggested a solu- 
tion. One was from a large library making constant 
use of the Readers’ Guide to Periodical Literature. 
The request was made that stronger paper be used 
so that issues would last till superseded by later 


cumulations. The other letter from a small library 
regretted that it could not afford to renew its sub- 
scription. Letter number one contained a fair sample 
of increasing requests for larger and better service 
while number two was equally representative of grow- 
ing expressions of regret that the flat subscription rate” 
was too much for the smaller patron. These letters 
led to the question, ‘How can we meet the demand for 
extended service from larger users without raising the 
cost beyond the reach of smaller supporters?’ The 
answer came, ‘By allowing each subscriber to pay in 
proportion to the amount of service used.’ .. . It 
would be quite as fair to charge a flat rate for electric 
light in the laborer’s cottage and the magnate’s man- 
sion as to demand equal support for indexes from the 
struggling village library and the prosperous metro- 
politan institution. The great question, therefore, be- 
came one of how to meter the service.” 

The service of the C. P. J. is now metered to all 
alike by means of a checklist that accompanies every 
order blank. On this list of the fifty periodicals in- 
dexed, the prospective subscriber checks the names of 
those he receives. It makes no difference whether a 
periodical is paid for or comes as a gift; every peri- 
odical that is received regularly should be counted. 
On this basis alone the C. P. /. subscription rate is 
figured. The libraries having all fifty periodicals pay 
the maximum price; those having only ten or fewer 
pay the minimum; all others are precisely graded be- 
tween. A subscriber already paying in this way may 
order extra copies of the C. P. /., for use in the same 
library, at the minimum price. (At present our 
minimum and maximum are $2.50 and $22.50, with 
grades of $.50 between—i. e., a library with eleven of 
the periodicals pays $3.00, one with twelve pays $3.50, 
and so on. For the next volume the rate will probably 
have to be raised.) 

To the producer this plan offers the advantage of 
a larger number of buyers than the number who could 
afford to pay any sufficient flat rate. Every increase 
in number of buyers means increase in income, and 
with quantity production this income can increase 
faster than cost. The reason is common to modern 
publishing and book making: production cost lies 
chiefly in the nature of the work and has little to do 
with the number of copies produced. Most of the 
labor and expensive materials have already been ex- 
pended before a page is on the press. According to 
Mr. Wilson, “The cost of editorial work and type- 
setting, in short, all the work up to the point where 
the press work begins, is the same, whether performed 
for one subscriber or a thousand subscribers. The 
cost of multiplying copies is comparatively small.” 
Consequently, if the sale of additional copies, in quan- 
tity, can net even a small profit, that is a help to the 
business. And it is the business only that I have 
discussed, though mindful all along that it would 
never be the desire of the C. L. A. as producer to 
make an index so expensive that only a few could af- 
ford to pay. A low rate to small libraries helps the 
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business and is no charity; but it is also the way to 
extend the service and the varieties of service. 

To the consumer the service basis method offers 
advantages in every way. Obviously it makes the 
C. P. 1. available to small libraries and to individuals 
that can not afford to pay much. It might seem that 
thereby the larger libraries were penalized and made 
to pay more than their just share. Actually they are 
paying less than they would have to be charged were 
it not for the combined assistance of numbers of 
“minimum subscribers.” Also the C. P. J. is worth 
more in the larger libraries than in the smaller, and 
it is not unfair to grade price according to value re- 
ceived. If the rate seems too high, it may be noted 
that the very highest price of the C. P. /. for a year 
is less than a cataloguer’s salary for a week, yet this 
maximum is asked only of libraries having fifty Catho- 
lic periodicals Quoting Mr. Wilson again, “A printed 
bibliographic service may reasonably be compared in 
utility and value with a similar service conveyed by 
means of printed cards. In the case of printed cards 
the library can order just what it needs, while in the 
case of the printed bibliography, such as the Readers’ 
Guide, it is necessary that the library purchase all of 
the entries whether they apply to what is in the li- 
brary or not. The value of the service to the library, 
however, remains the same in each case. The plan 
of charging all libraries for our bibliographical pub- 
lications on the basis of service rendered is decidedly 
to the advantage of every library, large and small. 
... The small library is able to enjoy the benefits and 
to pay its share and in so doing reduces the cost of 
the service for the large library. . . . In the case of 
publications of interest in varying degree to a limited 
number of libraries the only practical and just method 
is to charge on the service basis. This will make it 
possible to index more periodicals for the large libra- 
ries without the injustice to the small libraries of 
having to pay for references they would not use. The 
amount of cooperative cataloging and indexing now 
accomplished is very small compared with what is 
needed. The service basis of charge is vital to the 
adequate development of future bibliographic under- 
takings.” 

AN ATTRACTIVE BOOKLET 

Boston College Library has just issued an attrac- 
tively illustrated booklet descriptive of the library and 
its contents. Its eighty-eight pages contain a detailed 
explanation of the stained glass windows on which are 
gorgeously portrayed the subjects taught in Jesuit 
universities and colleges, as well as a guide to the 
scores of paintings among which are several originals 
of high collector value. On the south side, command- 
ing windows colorfully depict scenes and characters 
from Shakespeare, while on the north, an exquisite 
twelve-paneled oriel window is devoted to Epic 
Poetry, presenting to admiring visitors magnificently 
executed scenes from the epics of ancient and modern 
literature. The cost of this booklet is thirty cents, 
including postage.

WANTED: SELECTED LISTS OF BOOKS FOR 
ELEMENTARY AND HIGH SCHOOL 
LIBRARIES 

Within the past two weeks the Catholic Library 
Association has been called upon by non-members 
(one of whom is Supervisor of school libraries in a 
southern State) to furnish lists of Catholic books for 
use in elementary-grade and high school libraries. 
Unfortunately, there was no selected list available to 
meet these demands. The supervisor mentioned above 
wrote in part: “The Catholic schools are wanting us 
to recognize and approve books by Catholic authors 
for their elementary-grade and high school libraries. 
For months I have searched for satisfactory lists 
which I might use in recommending books to these 
schools. As you can imagine, I want well-selected 
lists of the best books for Catholic schools rather than 
inclusive lists. Do you know of any selective lists of 
books for elementary-grade or high school libraries 
which I might use for these schools?” The second 
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inquiry read: “I have been asked to teach a course 
in children’s literature at Xavier University Summer 
School. My class will consist of Sisters preparing to 
teach in the parochial schools. I would like to know 
if the Catholic Library Association has compiled a list 
of children’s books ranging from the first grade 
through the eighth, which would be helpful to these 
Sisters.” 

Naturally, the C. L. A. is looked to for assistance in 
matters of this kind. That we are unable to furnish 
immediate help emphasizes the urgent need of com- 
piling such lists as soon as possible. Mr. Wilson, of 
the H. W. Wilson Company, has expressed a keen 
desire to add a Catholic supplement to his high school 
bibliography. He, too, looks to the C. L. A. for co- 
operation and practical assistance. It is the duty of 
our association to exert every effort toward the com- 
pilation of these lists. Each high school and ele- 
mentary librarian can render a distinct service to 
Catholic library progress by submitting to the editor 
well-selected lists of books they consider essential to 
the efficient functioning of their libraries. Not in- 
clusive lists, as suggested by the inquiring supervisor, 
but selections of the dest books. From these sub- 
mitted lists the editor will be very glad to compile 
(with the counsel of interested librarians) a composite 
list of books which can be accepted as standard for 
the Catholic elementary and high school library. The 
cooperation of these librarians is earnestly solicited 
to the end that we may take another progressive step 
forward in the cause to which we have pledged our- 
selves. Work on this undertaking can go on during 
the summer months. We hope that we will be able 
to publish one or both of these composite lists in the 
September issue of our monthly.

Repeated evidences of the great advances being 
made by Catholic libraries augur well for the promis- 
ing future which lies ahead. Catholic libraries are 
being reckoned with in all sections of the country. 
Only recently Miss Ruth Johanson, assistant librarian 
at Ottawa University, made a comprehensive survey 
of college libraries in Kansas, Nebraska and Missouri. 
As the result of her study the Abbey library of St. 
Benedict’s College, Atchison, Kan., was given the 
highest rating of any college its size.
